Senator Wheeler Charges 
London Envoy Trying To 
Frighten American People 


WASHINGTON, (iPi—War ships 
and planes of the neutrality re- 
; doubled their watch along the At- 
‘lantie coast today pending verifi- 
‘cation of reports that one or more 
' German submarines were, or soon 
| would be, enroute here to blockade 
American ports and carry out Adolf 
Hitler’s threat to torpedo American 
aid to Britain. 

This government has been inform- 
| ed by a foreign source that Germany 
plans submarine operations off the 
coast, particularly off New York 
harbor, to harass British shipping 
carrying war supplies. 

Senator Burton K. Wheeler, D., 
Mont., isolationist opponent of the 
British aid program, said he had in- 
formation that British Ambassador 
Lord Halifax was the source of the 
department’s information. He al- 
so charged that the report was pro- 
paganda and Halifax was trying to 
frighten the American public. 

Sen. Guy M. Gillette, D., Iowa, an- 
other opponent of the British aid 
bill, characterized the report as pro- 

paganda and doubted its authenti- 
| city. 

Government spokesmen expressed 
| no opinion. The British embassy de- 
clined comment, as did the Ger- 
man embassy. 

| Vice Admiral Robert Witthoeft-

@ The child, like everybody else 
must show off. Otherwise he will 
be overwhelmed with feelings of 
inferiority. When, however, he 
has learned to get on well with 
others and cause them to like him, 
they don’t think of him as show- 
ing off. It’s all a matter of how 
secure he feels and how others 
respond to him. 

The adult who relates a per- 
sonal experience in a way to de- 
light the listener is expressing 
himself too. We don’t accuse the 
artist of showing off whose pic- 
ture is on display at the art ex- 
hibit; nor the musician, for en- 
tertaining us with song and sym- 
phony; nor the housewife, for 
cooking us a toothsome meal. 
Nevertheless, these are socially 
accepted ways of self-realization. 


Audience Reaction 


But if a person relates an ex- 
perience awkwardly and keeps on 
at it, despite the unfavorable re- 
action of his auditors; if he goes 
on singing and playing on an in- 
strument when he knows his lis- 
teners are being bored or an- 
noyed; or continues in any other 
way to try to gain attention in 
defiance of unfavorable response, 
he is considered a show-off; and 
he most certainly is if he resorts 
to smart-aleck remarks or mon- 
key-shine performances. 

Any one will say a child of three 
or four is showing off before 
guests if he shows them one toy 
after another, turns somersaults, 
or bangs upon the piano. Gener- 
ally the child has been trained in 
these practices by his parents. 
They are subconsciously being the 
center of attention through their 
child. They want compliments for 
the child because they get credit 
for his smartness.

% 1b ground round steak, 1% lb 
ground pork, 2 tbsp butter, 1 onion, 
minced, 1 tbsp salt, about 's tsp 
pepper, 1 cup spaghetti, broken in 
pieces, 3 cans canned tomatoes, 2 
cups canned peas, drained, 1 small 
can pimientos, chopped, 1 cup chop- 
ped ripe olives (Bell’s), 1 cup of 
grated cheese.

When 
steaming turn switch to “Warm,” 
and cook 1 to 2 hours. Sprinkle with 
cheese 5 minutes before serving. 

Wheat Germ Muffins
